A WOMAN WITH A SAD HISTORY. 


Crushed Under the Wheels of a Train. 
Near Howard Sta- 
tion, 


Mrs. Anna Ellis, a seamstress, about # 
years old, met a eudden and horr'ble death 
at 6 o'clock Thursday evening on Barron 
avenue at Howard Station, five miles west 
of the city. 

The instrument of death was the power- 
ful engine that pulls train No. 2 of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad, due at Howard 
Station at 6 p. m.

MINE OPERATORS MEET AT PITTS- 
| BURG AND PERFECT A NEW 
ORGANIZATION. 


THEY MEAN TO RESUME WORK. 


The Strike Leaders Arranging Plans 
to Bring Other Labor Unions

PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 20.—A new organ. 
ization has been perfected here by leading 
mine operators. Its purpose is to break the 
strike and resume operations at the mines.

“We propose to operate our mines, and 
if our men will not work, then others will 
take their places.

The coal operators are waiting for a reply 
from National President Ratchford to their 
telegram asking for a conference for the 
purpose of settling the strike by arbitra- 
tion. 

At 2 o’clock no word had beeen received 
from Mr. Ratchford. The operators say 
they will wait until Monday and that the 
conference, if held, must be for Western 
Pennsylvania, and not for the other States. 

If no reply is received and the miners’ of- 
ficials refuse to meet with the operators, 
new men will be imported and preparations 
made to start the mines at once, 

This afternoon the operators met to hear 
the report of the committee appointed to se- 
ject the mines to be started with new men, 
The meeting is still in session.

Marie Young was a granddaughter of 
Louis Giers of %% Indiana avenue and «a 
niece of Dr. Louis J. Giers, 316 South Jef- 
ferson avenue. 

For several weeks she has been an in- 
mate of 203 Chestnut street. Other iIn- 
mates of the place say she never spoke of 
her past life. George Deare, a cierk in 
Johnson's grocery, at Eighteenth and Carr 
streets, was her lover. He claims to have 
known her for six months. 

It was about 6 o'clock Thursday evening 
that Deare walked by the place. She spoke 
to him, but he passed without returning the 
Salutation. A few minutes later he returned 
and entered. She greeted him and he took 
&@ seat in the parlor. 

She excused herself and left the room, but 
& moment iater she rushed wildly back to 
Deare and throwing her arms about his 
neck cried: ‘‘Kiss, me, George, dear. I 
have done it, but it was not your fault.” 

She fell and Deare leaning over detected 
the odor of carbolic acid. The flery liquid 
had run down her cheeks, burning deep 
into the flesh. She was suffering untold 
agony and would have fallen had not Deare 
supported her. Writhing with pain, she 
soon lapsed into unconaclousness, 


She yee conveyed to the City Hospital in 
an ambulance. Dr. Sutter did all he could 
for her, but the powerful drug had done 
its work and in less than five minutes she 
was dead. 

Deare, who witnessed her death, knew the 
girl’s St. Louis relatives. He knew she 
hafl been disowned, but he thought that tn 
death she would be forgiven.

e dead girl had a criminal record as 
long as her string of aliases and had given 
the police department no end of trouble 
the st two years. On the record-books 
in the possession of Chief Desmond she 
is known as Marie Allen, alias Marie 
Strong, alias Mary Edwards, alias Mary 
Stone, alias Lillian Deare. Her picture is 
in the aegeee sim i + numbered 908. 

The police called her the “woman in 
white’ chiefly because she was dressed all 
in white the four times they arrested her. 

Marie Young, her real name, first attract- 
ed the attent.on of the police in January, 
1896, when ehe was arrested on a charge 
of forgery, preferred by E. N. Saunders of 
the St. Louls Cycle Company. The girl pur- 
chased a bicycle at his store and tendered 
in payment a check for $100, to which her 
own name was signed. 

Mr. Saunders, deceived by the respectable 
bearing and pretty face of the girl, accept- 
ed the check without question, and did not 
discover its worthlessness for several days. 
Then he went on a atill hunt for the girl 
located her on Chouteau avenue, and had 
her arrested. 

To Chief Desmond she sald that her home 
was in Jerseyville, Ill, and that her parenta 
were well-to-do, but she refused to teil 


their names. She gave her name as Marie 
| Strong when arrested, and was sent to the 


Court of Criminal Correction under this 


itname. Judge Murphy discharged her on a 


technicality, holding that she had not com. 
mitted a forgery, as she had signed her own 
name to the check. 

The girl dropped out of sight of the police 
after her release unt!) March, 1896, when 
she was again arrested at the instance of 
Mrs. Salomon, 935 North Seventh street, 
where she had been —— as Aa servant, 
Mrs. Salomon accused Rer of atealing $20 
worth of wearing apparel. She wae known 
at that time as Mary Edwards. She was 
tried for petit larceny and was sentenced 
to sixty days in the Work-house. 

She served only a part of this term, when 
she was released through the influence of 
several charitable ladiea who had become 
interested in her. She promised them to re. 
form. but her reformation was of short 
duration. 

She secured employment tn the familly of 
Mrs. G. Candy, 42% Finney avenue, under 
the name of Marie Stone, Her thieving 
instincts again asserted themselves, and 
on May 11 she was arreated on complaint 
of Mrs. Candy for stealing jewelry. The 
jewelry was recovered where the girl had 
pawned it. She was tried and again #en- 
tenced to sixty days in the Work-house. 

Her charitable friends again interested 
themselves in her welfare and again she was 
released before completing her term. Two 
months later, July 2, she was arrested by 
Chief Desmond's men for vagrancy, baving 
started on the toboggan siide. 

She pleaded piteously with Chief Desmond 
not to prosecute her, and promised earn- 
estly to reform and lead a virtuous life, 
The same charitable ladies again inter- 
ceded for her, and the result was she was 
placed in the Bethesda Home, where it was 
thought ehe was sincere in her desire to re- 


form. 
Two weeks of the home was enough for 


Marie, and she decamped one d without 
telling of her intentions. She go employe 
ment with the family of Mra. Murdock, 774 


Lafayette avenue, under the name of Marie 
Young. 

Sent. @ she was ain arrested for the 
theft of a gold ring from her employer. On 
this occasion she escaped with a 310 fine in 
the police court, as the lice Were unable 
to make a good case againet her. 

After this last encounter with the police, 
they lost siaht of her for several montha, 
until they discovered she was leading an 
immoral life on Chestnut street 

She was known ae Lillan Deare, but she 
was not molested x! the police. The clos- 
ing chapter of her brief but erratic carerr 


in thie city was a fitting close to a life 
inte whose short space had been -crowded 
more sensational incidents than are to be 
ueualiv found within the compass of aa 
average span of life.

Large Amounts of the School Fund 
Loaned on Poor Security. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Aug. 20.—The inspec- 
tion of county loans demanded by the last 
Grand-jury has been made by the County 
Judges, and reveals the fact that about 
$160.000 has been loaned from the school 
funds during the last ten years on almoet 
worthless security. The borrowers have all 
been notified that they must comply with 
the law by giving additional security on 


their notes. 

Many of the loans were made on real 
estate that ile not worth one-half the amount 
of the loan. It was Meehan a sale to the 
county at twice or three times the value 
of the property, but the county has taken 
possession of only a small portion of the 
property. A great deal of it will be sold 
within the next 6lx months at a heavy loss 
to the county. 

The County Court has found that former 
courts allowed borrowers from the school 
funds to become security for each other. 
Bernard Patton borrowed $10,000 from the 
fund, and is security for about $20,000 loaned 
to his friends. He is solvent, but the court 
will require the borrowers for whom he Is 
security to give additional bondsmen,. Dan- 
iel T. Lysaght is security for about $11,000 
loaned to his friends and other members of 
the family, and other borrowers, who are 
not solvent, are security for even larger 
<¢ums. When the records were overhauled, 
it was found that many of the sureties were 
dead, and in some instances the borrowers 
themselves had been dead a. number of 
years. It is believed that the — will 
lose about two-thirds of the amount loaned 
from the school fund.

POCKETS TURNED INSIDE OUT. 


DNKNOWN PERSONS CARRIED

HIS SKULL BROKEN TWICE. 


fie Can’t Explain and There Is No 
Clew to Who Beat This Delmar 
Avenue Boy With Pis- 
tols and Billies. 


Allen Sutherland is unconscious at the 
home of his mother, Mrs. Lois Sutherland, 
4121 Delmar boulevard. He will probably 
@ie from tho effects of a ekull badly frac- 
tured in two places and a dozen other in- 
juries believed to have been inflicted by 
highwaymen. 

Only at intervals does he become suffi- 
ciently conscious to talk, and then only for 
a minute at a time, so that the information 
about how he was hurt is meager. 

Mrs, Sutherland is on her way home from 
the White Mountains, her daughter, Miss 
ols Sutherland, having telegraphed to her 
of Allen’s condition. 

Miss Sutherland said Friday morning that 
she was certa'n her brother was held up by 


highwaymen and while being robbed was 
brutally beaten with clubs or revolvers. 

“I was awakened at about 2 a. m. Tues- 
day by the persistent ringing of the door 
dell,”” Miss Sutherland said. ‘I was the 
only person in.the house except the ser- 
vants. Allen went away early to call ona 

. young lady on Spring avenue. I raised the. 
front window and asked who was at the 
door. I received no reply, and finally, be- 
lieving it must be Al'en, I went down-stairs 
and opened the door. 

“I shall never forget the eight. There 
was my brother stretched out in the vesti- 
bule covered with blood, which poured from 
more wounds on his head than I could 
count. 

“All of his pockets were turned ins'‘de 
out and his hat was missing. His clothes 
were saturated with blood. 

“TI called the eervants and we put Allen 
to bed and sent for Dr. Neville of 8815 Fin- 
ney avenue. The doctor said my brother's 
ekull was fractured in two places and that 
it would be almost impossible for him to 
recover. 

“There was a welt on his face running 
diagonally from the forehead, over the right 
eye, and down to the jaw bone, which was 
fractured. Seven of his teeth had been 
knocked out and his head and face were 
wovered with cuts, bruises and bumps. 

“I do not know how much money was 
taken from him for I did not know how 
much he had when he left the house in the 
evening. They took his keys, knife, let- 
ters, note books and pencils. and two silk 
handkerchiefs and they may have taken 
his watch. I do not know whether he 
wore it that night and I have not searched 
through his things to see ![f it is at home. 

“I believe that after he had been robbed 
and assaulted either the robbers or some 
etrangers were kind enough to bring him 
home and leave him in the vestibule after 
ringing the bell, They evidently found out 
where he lived from the letter in his pockets. 

“Yesterday Allen was conscious for a few 
minutes and {n answer to my questions said 
he had been assaulted and robbed on Olive 
street between Vandeventer avenue and 
Sarah by men he did not see. He remem- 
bered nothing about how he got home. 

“Before I could question him further he 
became unconscious and has been in that 
condition since. 

“I sat up with him all last night and once 
he said quite loud: 

“Stop! Stop! I cannot do it!’ 

“Afterwards he cried and said to. tell 
mother he was not badly hurt, and from 
that he changed and said he did not get a 
good look at the men. He does not talk 
much while unconscious and when he does 
his words have no connection.” 

Miss Sutherland reported the matter to 
the police, and since then hag had to tell a 
dozen or more officers they could not see 
her brother, for the doctor says no one may 
see him. 

Dr. Neville says that from the appear- 
ances of the young man’s wounds it is evi- |. 
dent that the fractures of the skull were 
caused by blows of either a sharp cornered 
club or the butt end of a@ revolver, while 
the broken jaw and the welt across the 
face were caused by a loaded biily or slung- 
shot. The lumps and brulses were also 
made with a slungshot, while the numerous 
cuts were probably inflicted with a re- 
volver. 

The doctor says he has little hope of the 
young man's recovery; the fractures of the 
skull are so aggravated that they are almost 
Certain to result in death. 

Miss Sutherland says that once while her 
brother was semi-conscious he egald some- 
thing about a friend being with him, but} 
before she could get him to say anything 
further he again lapsed into unconscious- 
bess. ‘She would like to know who was 
with him. 

The police have not found the least clew. 
No one has been found who saw or heard 
the assault. The identity of the young 
woman Sutherland expected to call on Is 
not known, 

Mrs. Sutherland has been a widow for 
fourteen yoars, and is wealthy. Her son is 
2) years old. He was not in business.

FRANCISCAN ELECTION ANALOGOUS CASES OF CHILD AND MARE; 


ORDER OF MEDIAEVAL ORIGIN, 
WITH DEMOCRATIC METHODS 
OF CHOOSING OFFICERS. 


CHAPTER HELD IN ST. LOUIS. 


Officials forthe Province of the Sacred 
Heart Installed at St. An- 
thony’s Monastery. 


Eleven men én their brown habits and 
behind heavy oaken doors in the monastery 
at Meramec street and Michigan avenue, 
completed on Friday the ceremonies attend- 
ing the .election of a new chapter of the 
Franciscan Fathers of the Province of the 


Sacred Heart. 

The eleven brown-hooded men were high 
officials of the big province which has its 
headquarters in the plain stone and brick 
building on the top of the hill on Meramec 
street. This is the Convent of St. An- 
thony and every third year a little group 
of leading men of the order in this part of 
the country gather there and elect a new 
Provincial and subordinate officials. 

The Franciscan order is one of the 
most democratic of all the clerical organi- 
gatione within the: Catholic church, still 
its proceedings are secret and unlike the 
Society of Jesus, which is managed like an 
army by a Father General, who has the 


sole power of appointment of all subordi- 
nate officers, the Franciscan Fathers take 


various provinces of the order. 

The Father General of the order in Rome 
is elected to serve for six years and may 
have his term extended to twelve years. 
The head of a prov.nce, in turn, while he 
is elected for three years, and may have a 
second term. The Rev. P. Michael Rich- 
ardt, the Provincial who has just retired, 
held office for six years. 

The system of election, while secret, 1s 
simple. The chapter is called to order by 
the Visitator, a priest from another prov- 
‘nee, who is really the representat.ve of 
the Father General, and who is sent to re- 
port to Rome the condition in which he 
finds the visited province. He is chairman 
of the election. With him is the Province al, 
the Custos, or custodian of the prov-nce. 
Then there are four Definitores, who are 
not unlike a board of council to the Pro- 
vincial. The election board is completed 
with four guardians of the province.

A SILVER TUBE IN PLACE 
OF NOSTRILS. 


TREATED FOR  LARYNGITIS.) 


Belle, a handsome chestnut mare, be- 
longing to Capt. John M. Cates, is under- 
going a treatment very rare in veterinary 
Surgery at Dr. R. A. Kammerer’s Equine 
Hospital, Manchester avenue and King’s 
highway. 

She is breathing through a eilver tube ex- 
actly like that used itn the treatment of 
humans, but a little larger. In a few days 
she will be ready for the road and as gound 
as ‘f she had never had laryngitis. Only 
a slight scar will remain to tell of her af- 
fliction. 

Laryngitis is extremely prevalent among 
horses. It has always Deen regarded as 
difficult to treat and hitherto when it be- 
came chronic it was regarded as. incurable. 


This was due largely to the peculiar struc- 
ture of the horse. 
The horse does not breathe through his 


mouth as the human animal sometimes 
does, but through its nostrils. His breath- 
ing apparatus cannot be reached through 
his mouth. It is equally npossible to 


reach the trachea through the nostrils. Dr. 
KXKammerer claims his method of treating 
Belle is original. 

He cut an opening 'n the animal’s throat 
and inserted a silver tube after removing 
half of one of the rings of the w ndp’pe. 
He believed the local treatment ehould be 
the same as for human beings. With an 
atomizer he sprayed the trachea with a 
solution of nitrie acid. 

The tube remained in the horse's neck 
night and day and is still in place, though 
it will be-removed soon. When Belle was 
first put under treatment she was ema-

ciated and had a bad cough. She had 
gained forty-five pounds in two weeks and 
there fs no trace of the cough. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter w'tnessed the 
spraying operaton Friday morning. An 
attendant led Belle from her stall and ap- 
plied a twitcher. Dr. Kammerer inserted 
the atomizer in the silver tube. The mare 
flinched but once. 


When the spray was turned on she be- 
came docile and seemed to enjoy it. Dr. 
Kammerer says that it would have been 


impossible to save Belle’s life by any other 
method.

Frank McMurry ‘in a 
Lecture at Belleville. 


SAYS THEY ARE DANGEROUS. 


ADDS THAT “THE RELIGIOUS 
TEACHING CHILDREN RECEIVE 
Is AN ABOMINATION.” 


PAID TEACHERS ADVOCATED. 


“Without a Doubt,” Says He, ‘“‘the 
Day School Is on a Far 
Higher Plane Than the 
Sunday School.”

“The Sunday-school as it now exists is a 


d@dangerous institution, 
“Tt Is capable of doing positive harm. 


“The relizious teaching children receive is 
an abomination. 

“Without any doubt the day-school is on 
a far higher plane than the Sunday-school.”’ 

Dr. Frank McMurry of Buffalo, N. Y., ex- 
pressed ihe foregoing sentiments at Lieder- 
kranz Hall in Belleville Thursday night. He 
was delivering a lecture in connection with 
the St. Clair County Teachers’ Institute, His 
subject was “‘Sunday-school Teaching.” 

He spoke not as an uncharitable critic, 
but as a religious man and Sunday-school 
teacher, candidly pointing out what he con- 


sidered the defects in the method of teach- 
ing religion to the young. 

He first showed that, whereas in Germany 
and England responsibility for the religious 
education of the children rested with the 
church and schools, the responsibility in this 
country was not fixed. In not one home in 
twenty-five was there systematic religious 
instruction, the day-schools did not teach it 
and preachers planned their sermons to sult 
the majority of their congregations, who 
were adults. 

“The religious training is left to the Sun- 
Gay school,”” he continued. “It devotes 
thirty minutes to the work once a week and 
not more than half the children attend.” 

He drew a comparison between the day 


echool and the Sunday-school, unfavorable 
to the latter in every particular. He first 
asked: . 

“Are the Sunday-school teachers pre- 
pared?” 


Answering his own question he sald: 
“They pass no examination and make no 
preparation. The a performs a 

erfunctory role, © superintendent of a 

unday-school was ever bold enough to 
criticise a teacher or make a radical change 
in methods of teaching. 

“There is seldom any attempt made to re- 
uire regularity, punctuality and good be- 

avior. If a Sunday-school scholar is late, 
the teacher is very apt to praise him for 
coming at all, and if he misses a Sunday 
the teacher is very glad to see him one 
Sunday in two. 

“The standard of behavior is fixed by the 
bad boy. The teachers console themselves 
with the thought that it is only for thirty 


or forty minutes and they may perhaps 


ive through it. The bad boy should be 
ed out by the collar or expelled. 

‘We teach arithmetic to a class in a sepa- 
rate room. We teach religious thoughts 
to thirty or forty classes in one room with 

he heads of the children in one class 
umping against those of others in other 
classes. ; , 

“In the day schoola we have examina- 
tions to test the value of the instruction. 
nm the Sunday-schools of Buffalo an ex- 
amination was held after three months of 
@pecial preparation. If the papers had been 
marked as they are in the day schools the 
average would have been 5 per cent. In 
the day schools such teachers would have 
been dismissed. 

“If I had a child 6 years old I would not 
send him to Sunday-school. I am a relig- 
fous man, but I would not permit him to be 
taught by such a teacher. 

“It would be better to abolish the Sunday- 
schools than have the present conditions. 

“They are just prominent enough to form 
an excuse for parental negligence. 

“The discipline should be as strict as in 
the day school and religious truths should 
be inculecated as systematically and ecilen- 
tifically as the rules of gremmar. 

“In arithmetic we count ourselves doing 
well if we teach one rule in a month. In 
religion we try to teach half a dozen large 
truths in thirty minutes.’”’ 

The speaker prophesied that before many 


years Sunday-school teachers would be 
paid salaries, “If t 1s worth money,” he 
said. “to teach arithmetic, 't ought to be 


worth money to teach religion. A little 
money mixed with religious zeal would in- 
crease Its efficiency.” 

Hie spoke hopefully of a reform wave in 
Sunday-schoo] instruction akin to that in 
pedagogy now sweeping over the country. 

In explaining his motive In speaking on 
the subject he said he wanted to bring 
home te the teachers the truth that the 
character teaching of the public schools 
must have a foundation on reKgious teach. 
ing in the home.

Even as a 
machine necessity he could be goat dis- 
pensed with, as recent local po tical his- 
tory shows. 


Hugh J. Brady served two years as chair. 
man of the Democratic City Central Com- 
mittee. He was chosen in October, 1894, 
and forced out by the convention of Oc- 
tober, 1896, which mollified his eviction with 
a railroaded complimentary vote, He held 
the chairmanship during the State elec- 
tions of 1894, the Assembly elections in the 


spring of 189%, the School Board elections 
'n the fall of 189, and the presidential elec- 
tions of 18%.

In 189 the city went 4,000 Democratic on 
the State ticket. 

In 1892 there was a Republican majority 
of about 1.200. 

In 1894 the Republicans carried the city, 
on the State ticket, by 3,200. 

In 1896 the Republican majority for Presi- 
dent in St. Louls was 165,689. 

In the spring elections of 1895, when mem- 
bers of the Assembly were to be elected, 
no money was forthcoming from patriotic 
Democrats to foot the necessary expenses. 
The party was already torn by factions 
created through Brady's mismanagement 
and voters took no interest in the cam- 
paign or its results. 

In the school board election of 1895 the 
situation had grown worse and worse. As 
one member of the committee expressed it 
Thursday to a Post-Dispatch reporter: ‘‘We 
couldn't get enough contributions to feed a 
dog his breakfast, because those who had 
been accustomed to giving campaign money 
refused to put it at the disposal of the 
Brady committee.”

The municipal campaign of 1897 was as 
much a protest against Bradyism as any- 
thing else.

Sinews of war were refused. 

Candidates and nominees were freely bled 
to make up the deficiency, until {t became 
a political scandal so great that a complete 
reorganization was found necessary. 

3y authority of the last City Democratic 
convention Hugh Brady and his kind were 
swept from the leadership of the party. The 
stench of Brady'‘sm had become so offensive 
that the State Committee took up the sub- 
ject and prepared a plan which it hoped 
would secure the party itn St. Louls against 
Hveh J. Brady and bis henchmen.

The Jefferson and Jackson Democratic 
Clubs, representing the rank and file of the 
party In St. Louls—the. workers, the con- 
tributors and the voters—have solemnly 
protested, in an official manner, against the 
appointment of Brady as Election Commis- 
sioner. 

On the very eve of the fall election of 1896 
Brady was suspected of disloyalty to the 
party and the note of warning was sounded 
by the Post-Dispatch. Chairman Cook and 
Gov. Stone can fully advise the Governor of 
the details of this if he ts seeking informa- 
tion in hés trip to St. Louis. 

When the State Democratic Committee 
came to the help of the local Democracy. 
it was upon an appeal from the voters and 
workers in the party. The State Executive 
Committee had learned, during its stay in 
St. Louis as directors of the State canvass, 
that something must he done to free the 
citv Democracy from Rradyism. 

An elaborate plan of reorganization was 
begun in the spr'ng of 1897 and duly adopt- 
éd by the convention of April 15. It was too 
late for the municipal campaign of this 
year, but it will shortly be perfected and 
stand as a monument of party protest 
against the appointment of Hugh J. Brady 
to any political office, particularly that of 
Election Commissioner.

DUDLEY MAY BE A MURDERER, 


Peculiar Wound He Inflicted Upon 
Robinson Likely to Prove Fatal. 


Jesse Robinson’s chances for seeing Mor- 
gan street again are slim.

The bullet entered his left temple and 
ranged downward through the roof of his 
mouth into the muscles of the meck.

Thomas Parker, who was also shot by

The three men are colored. Dudley is a 
roustabout on the steamer City of Quincy 
and his home is in Evansville, Ind. Rob- 
inson lives at 86 North Eleventh street and 
Parker lLves at 1106 North Sixth street. 
Dudley claims he shot in self defense. He 
says the men approached him on the levee 
in the afternoon and demanded that he 
buy beer. He refused and they threatened 
him with knives. He managed to escape 
them, and believing his life was in danger 
purchased a revolver. He saye he also no- 
tified a policeman that the two other men 
were seeking to cause him trouble. 

The trio met later as Dudley came out 
of a saloon at Eleventh and Morgan street. 
The fight was renewed and Dudley shot. 
Robinson was the first to fall. Parker ran 
and received a bullet in the shoulder. He 
fell and Dudley rushed upon him and fired 
into his face. The ball was buried in the 
bone under the left eye.

THOUGHT IT WAS A MURDER 


But the Supposed Dead Roustabout 
Wrote a Letter. 


Lizzie Adams, colored, of 7230 North Fif- 
teenth, received a letter Friday morning 
from a supposed dead man and the writer 
was George Smith, the negro who was said 
to have been murdered on the steamboat 
Idlewild, near Hamburg, Calhoun County, 
Ill. The letter was dated at Elsberry, Mo., 
Aug. 19. 

Thursday Ben Smith, another negro, told 
United States Marshal Lynch he believed 
George Smith, who fommerly lived at 721 
North Fifteenth street, had been killed on 
the steamboat. Ben Smith sald the missing 
man’s sister, living at Great Bend, Kan., 
had received a letter from Bert Balley of 
718 North Fifteenth street, this city, In 


which he told of her brother having been 
hit on the head with a club by the mate, 
knocked into the river and drowned. It 
was Smith’s first trip as a roustabout, and 
it was claimed his death was the penalty 
the novice paid for not properly obeying a 
command. 

Deputy Marshal Kennedy was detailed to 
investigate the alleged murder. The offl- 
cers of the Idlewild denied that Smith had 
been assaulted on the boat, but said he had 
been killed by a mob in amburg, though 
none of the boat crew could tell for what 
offense he had suffered. 

The negroes on the levee believed Smith 
had been killed on the Idlewild. His friends 
in the neighborhood of Fifteenth and Mor. 
gan streets accepted as a fact the report 
that George Smith had been murdered, 
There was a wild flutter when the news 
spread that Miss Adams had received a 
letter from him. 

The note contained the probable explana- 
tion of how the report of Smith's death 
originated. 

‘“T came near bein’ lynched,” he wrote, 
“They cut up my head a mighty heap. They 
took me for some one else. The lawyer 
said if I would give him half my money he 
would clear me,”’ 

There were no further detalls, but all 
the policy players on Morgan street played 
‘Resurrection row.” Meanwhile eputy 
Sheriff Kennedy awaits an answer to a let- 
ter he sent to Hamburg asking if one Geo. 
Smith had been murdered in the town.
